PLAN TWIN BILLS 


ON LIQUOR SYSTEM 


Columbus, Feb. 5.—Two new bills 
will be used by Republicans in an 
attem pt to 
decentralize the 
etate 
liquor license system. 
The prepara­ 
tion of these two m easures and the 
change in tactics th at m ade them 
necessary, explain the delay in bring­ 
ing out the administration decentrW- 
izer. 
I 
One bill will aim to decentralize the 
state system by retaining sta te con- ( 
trol as to administrative feaures, the 
plan being o have two men on the 
state board, or commission, according 
to what it is named. T he state would 
be divided into districts and over 
them would be other officials. 
There also will be a bill for a state 
liquor law enforcement commission 
that will be entirely separate. 
The 
bill 
would provide 
serret 
service 
men to fprret out violators and com­ 
pel observance of the law. 
Commis­ 
sioners would be named to run this 
department. 
Division of the subject into separ­ 
ate bills is m eant to evade the dan­ 
ger of a referendum if the entire de­ 
centralization scheme were incor|>or-l 
ated in one measure. 
W et interests 
had m a d e preparations for a referen­ 
dum, dry leaders of the administra­ 
tion f o r ce s had been told, and had 
reason to believe that any radical de- 
eentralizer would he rejected by the 
voters. 
Dry leaders accordingly decided on 
the 
flanking movement. 
Th** 
bills 
would afford a gentle d e ce n tra liz e^ 
backers assert, as far as the adm in-) 
istration features are concerned. The 
bill will be a ripper and would oust 
present members of the state com m is-j 
sion and make place for appointees ‘ 
of Gov. Frank B. Willis. 
But there will be teeth in the law 
enforcement and regulatory section, 
dry leaders declare, and they believe 
it will be so popular with the public 
that a referendum on It will not be 
tried and would fail if tried. 
By putting through the twin bills, 
drys conclude they would defeat the 
wet interests materially at 
several 
points and would not m eet as much 
opposition as had been predicted- Drys 
are claiming control of the senate, 
despite repeated claims of the wets 
they they have nineteen of the thirty- 
three votes in ihe upper h o ist. They' 
argue their twin hills will m eet no 
trouble. 
The delay in bringing out the twin 
measures may be prolonged as it is 
the belief that most of the important 
administration bills ought to be put 
through before the wet and dry fight 
is begun. Experience has dem onstrat­ 
ed that seasoned organization lines | 
waver in a wet and dry test, and ad-1 
m inistration leaders want the m ajor' 
duties disposed of before the hard 
grilling is started.
